A PIRATE'S LAPE.1N BORNEO.

Now and then « report still comes of bacea- 
niers ravaging among the islands of the East. 
Such stories used to be common when Saracen 
freebooters pillaged ships and cities in Europe; 
when the scarlet dag blazed along the coasts of 
Italy and Spain; when Christians were sold in 
the markets of Morocco by the rovers of Sallee. 
But they were supposed to be chronicles of the 
pest, fragments tor history, traditions for ro- 
mance; now, however, within a few years, the 
olor of the tale ———— we bave again 
heard of the mercha: an being plundered and 
murdered, or made captive; of the town being 
sacked-—its defenders put to the sword, and its 
women and children sold into Mahommedan 
The tints of the picture, too, are ter- 
The pirate comes 


harema. 
ribly picturesque as ever 
from a secluded haunt far up a river in an un- 
explored island: he sails about with a fleet, 
with his fighting men in crimson vests, armed 
with mighty two-handled swords, and his vee 
sel adorned with barbaric insignia of war; he 
s himself among rocks, or in secret 
reeks. he attacks the lonely village with fire 
brands, and carries mothers and their infants,

and maidens, to sell to some rch Indian prince 
he is stealthy, cruel, remorseless, and greedy 
of ga’n; and when he has freighted his boats 
with plunder, be goes home with music and 
songs, to revel during the indolent season, in 


his village. A panoramic view of the Bornean 
pirates’ life, drawn without one imaginative 
touch, is as curious a picture of human modes 


of existence as the mind can conceive 

Imagine « valley embosomed among low 
hills, with mountains rising up more remotely 
on beth sides. Throagh the middle flows a 
river, wide and full, into which the tropical 
light seems to melt in soft, red ripples. Large 
pearl-white lilies, with their rich green leaves 
lie in cool patehes on the surface, and the 
shade of palms plays waveringly near the banks 
Soft-eiged creeks, here and there, have little 
shallops lying in them, which leap and fl! with 
the water, and point their light stems sbove 
the flowers on the brink. Fields of rice undu- 
late along the valley, which they paint with 
lustrous, bat tender green. Feathery palm- 
tufts cast their shadows here and there, amid 
cottages, poultry-yards, pig and gost sheds, 
whieh are scattered sbout with plantations of 
suger cane, bananas, and Indian corn. In the 

dens, neatly fenced around, are regular beds 
of onions, cabbages, and letteces, laid out in 
the prim fashion of China, where everything is 
as forma! as a Dutch tile. Chinese captives are 
supposed to perform these tasks for the pirate 
epicures of Borneo. Between the rich cultiva- 
ted grounds are cattle pastures, where the sleek 
herds feed, and in some of the freebooters’ re- 
treats, a huge granary, raised on high pillars, 
oo a rising ground, contains stores of grain safe 
from inundativas 

The main village, however, is among most of 
the Dyak pirates, one mighty building, elevated 
on piles about forty feet high, and four fet 
thick. It may be « hundred and fifty yards 
long; in front is a verandah, beyond which the 
shadowy eaves droop to keep it cool. Within, 
a single apartment, or vast broad corridor, 
stretches the whole length of the edifice open 
ing into this common room, are numerous small 
chambers in the rear, whieh are appropriated to 
married couples, Mate tapestry the walls, 
screen the windows, and cagpet the floor, 
thrashing and knitting machines oseupy the 
corners; on 4 sort of frame hanging from the 
roof are deposited culinary implements and 
stores. The fire-places are shallow boxes of 
thick wood, @iled with élay, aad covered with 
narrow stones. they are cach supporteu by lour 
strong posts, passing from the earth through the 
floor, aod upwards through the roof, [heir 
wood is piled as a frame-work sbeve, aud is 
collected by the women. Their only table is 
the springy bamboo @ooring they tread upos , 
a small block about three inches thick is ther 
seat and their pillow; while thelr plates are 
broad, tregremt leaves. 


Aloog the walls hang armor, naked swords, 
gongs, shields, and articles of martial apparel. 
Beneath these are the coffin-shaped beds, 
which lie like troughs, « foot or two above the 
floor. CUccasionally there may be seen an Eng- 
lish cabinet, a musical box, liqueur stand, « 
watch, a lady’s dress, or some children’s toys 
—the relies of a sed story. Outside, too, & 
chain-cable, hanging on posts, @ heavy great 
gun, or an anchor, marked « Depttord,” tells 
of some good ships fate, and the fate of some 
lost ones, long wept for im the W ish-toa- 
Wish’’ of their distant homes. 

These are the first signs that the romantic 
place we have been examining \s the dwelling 
of « race of bloody pirates. But looking up, 
you perceive numberless human skulls, pea- 
dant in swinging festoons from the beams un- 
der the thateh, with bandles of thigh sod arm 
bones disposed between; and in hidden coves 
you know that buge war-boats lic, under « 
screen of foliage, waiting for the pirate’s sea- 
son, when they rush forth from the peaceful 
home, to gain more wealth by massacre and

man nature: but no men lose these altogether. 
As Nero had an elegant taste in art, so has the 
pirate @ graceful sentiment of the poetical in 
feeling, and the picturesque im scene. His be- 
rying-ground stands on an easy slope, with the 
oblong wooden tombs, on tall, slim pillars, 
scattered amid fragrant and flowering shrubs 
He visits the spot with a religious awe. He 
inseribes a rude, but pious characiery on the 
tepement of the dead; he decorates it fan- 
tastieally with the white bark of the palm, and 
he keeps it neat, clean and sacred from spolis- 





tion 
In this retreat the pirate tribe, composed, 
perhaps, of mized Malays and Dyaks, speod « 
portion of the year. By the eid of their pri- 
soners they cultivate their fields and gardens, 
attend to their villages, collect their crops, 
gather the useful products of their woods— 
cocoa-nuts, wax, honey, and rattens, barter 
| with wandering traffickers from the coasts, and 
build war.boats, or prepare weapons. Their 
women share the heaviest labor with the men. 
| In their ide hours, they smoke tobsceo or 
opium, gambie, amuse themselves with cock- 
fighting, and feast sccording to their means. 
Then, in the evening, they sit about their 
raised hearths in the great room of their vil- 
lage house, talking, planming expeditions, or 
relating martial aneodotes, which excite them to 
dances and jc manearres. As the 
night deepens, the fres burn low; the embers 
throw out « duller glare ; the noise lessens; the 
pirates steal one by uve tw their trough-shaped 
sleeping couches, the married pairs pass under 
mat hangings to their chambers; aad gradual- 
ly ailemee falls over the whole community. 
Now and then « Dysk rises quietly from his 
bed, comes to the fire, blows the embers into 
flame, and werms bimeecl/, retiring w make 
room for another, who may just be rising 
hike « shadow in the twilight of the vast apart- 
meat. 
But this quiet tenor of life lasts only during 

a part of the year. The season of piracy regu- 
larly comes :ound, when booty sad slaves are 
to be collected aad sold, end the buccaniers 
are to enrich themselves for another period of 
indolent gratification. Then ali the warriors 
of the tribe are summoved. Messages are 
sent to the other tribes, which come in with 
there boats te the place of readesvous. Some 
live too far up towards the sources of the river 
to be able to lauech any war-veasels of their 
own, they, therefore, come either in light ca 
noes, or through seerct paths im the jungle, tor 
there are communications between the pirate 
villages known only to themselves. The war- 
riers come down sometimes singly, with their 
wooden bucklers, and short, heavy swords; 
* netuues im twos ead threes, sometimes pour- 
img out of the forest in « continuous line. All 
the valley is full of motion.

There is a phantasy-like romance in the varied 
pieture of pirate navigation in these Indian seas, 
on the coasts of islands that are bright with 
birds and flowers, and redolent of perfume 
Over all the waters wander to and fro warlike 
maranders, changing the peace of prosperity 
into the repose of de th, and treasfiguring 
beauty into desolation. In one channel the 
voyager may see ninety lofty-bailt ships of Min- 
danas, every one with Gy men on its high deck 
in scarlet vestments, each with plates of armor 
glittering on his back and breast; and his hel- 
met flashing with the plumes of the bird of 
Paradise. His waist \s encircled by « gold and 
crimson sash of rich silk; the hilt of his sword 
is ornamented with red streamers; his long 
buckler jingles with bright brass rings, aod his 
tremendous two-handled scimitar glitters in 


line; and ditties like the old Grecian bongs of 
the heroic years are chanted trom erew to crew 
in a cadence keeping time with the rise aad dip 
of the oars. Streamers of white palmetto leai 
flow out in the wind; and, perhaps, a mighty 
sail is sproad, under which the prabu seems to 
leap along the waves.

Rewson had twelve children, the history of 
one of whom is so full of romance and tragedy, 
that it cannot fail to interest the reader; we refer 
to his daughter Rebecca. She was a talented 
young lady, of great personal attractions, and 
a well cultivated mind. One of her coptempo- 
raties describes her as one of the most beag- 
tital, polite and accomplished young ladies in 
Boston.”’ From the position which her father 
occupied in the Government, she 
moved in the most elevated cireles of colonial 
society. 

Among ber admirers was a base, unprincipied, 
deceitful fellow, from England, whose name 
was Thomas Rumsey, bat who passed himself 
off as Sir Thomas Hale, Jr., nephew to Lord 
Chief Justice Hale. After an avowal of his 
psssion for the beautiful Rebecea, the mock 
Sir Thomas ventured to make her proposals of 
marriage. The young lady, with her other 
qualities, possessed a good share of “ worldly 
ambition,”’ and regarding the proffer of the 
young lord as a favorable offer, the acceptance of 
which would introdace ber into the fashionable 
circles of England, and cherishing also tender 
sentiments towards him, she had no disposition 
to refuse bis hand. Their marriage was solem- 
nized, July 1, I ™ the presence of about 
forty persons. This was only the first act of 
the drama. After receiving the congratulations 
of her friends, many of whom thought she had 
been singularly fortunate in the connection, 
the young bride bade them farewell, and em- 
barked, with her noble husband and a splendid 
outfit, for the shores of Old England. What 
hopes and fears, what visions of fancied bliss 
and forebodings of dreaded evil, passed over 
her mind, during her long and tedious voyage, 
we cannot tell.

Nexwentes.—-im Prassia, no novice can take 
the veil without being first cxamined as to the 
saftciency and propriety of her motives in desi- 
ving to take this step. In Russia, ne convent 
can receive anup without making an applica 
tion to the Synod of Moscow, and producing an 
affidavit from the novice, showing that it is of 
her own free will and choice that she is about 
to enter the institution. In Bavaria, monastic 
vows are not allowed by law for more than three 
years, and the cfvil authorities visit all couvents 
every quarter, Bot only for fiscal parposes, but 
in order to restore to the world and to society 
ali nuns who may desigs to relinquish the sec u- 
sion of their convents. In Austrie, the inmates 
of copventual tmatitations may at any time ad- 
dress the civil government privately, stating 
their desire to Weave the convents; and such 
applications et once receive attention. In many 
of the convents ef France, the vows are tempo 
rary, and the Mayor of each arrondissement bas 
the power of visiting any convent whenever the 
civil authorities of @ locality think it necessary 
to do so. In Mexico, where the whole populs- 
tion is Roman Catholic, a law is established for 
the frequent visitstion of nunneries. During the 
four years preceding 1551, the number of Roman 
Catholic nunneries in England was increased by 
19. The Roman Catholic Dictionary states that 
in 1861 there were in England and Wales 53 es- 
tablishments of that description. In 1862, the 
number was 62, showing an increase of 9; in 
1853, the number was 75, an increase of 13--~s0 
that the number of these institations is rapidly 
augmenting. There are two xpecies of convents 
—one of the contemplative order, and one of the 
active order. There are only four houses in all 
England of the contemplative order.

The annual review of the cadets at West 
Point, by the Board of Examiners, commenced | 
We have published a list of the | 
graduates. The life of a cadet at West Point | 
is one of hard study, under rigid discipline, as 
will be seen from the following details, given by 
the correspondent of the New Yoré Herald 

“ He sleeps in the barracks, in « room with 
one another , at five o'clock in the morning, in 
sumamer, and at hali-past five in winter, the re- 
veille ewakens him ; he immediately rises, dou- 
bies up his biankets and mattress, and places 
them on the head of bis iron bedstead ; he stu- 
dies until seven o'clock ; at that hour the drum 
beats for breakfast, and the cadets fall inte rank 
and proceed to the mess pan. Twenty minutes 
is the time usually spent at breakfast. 
mounting takes place at half past seven, and 
twenty-four are placed on guard every day. At 
eight o’clock the bugle sounds and the recita 
tions commence. At one o’cloek the bugie 
again sounds, the protessors dismiss their re- 
spective sections, the cadets form ranks oppo- 
site the barracks and march to dimacr. Betweev 
eleven and one, a part of the cadets are oceu- 
pied in riding, and others in fencing, daily. 
After disner they have until two o’clock for re- 
creation, and from two till towr they are em- 
ployed at recitations. At four o'clock the bugle 
sounds, and they go either to battalion or light 
artillery drill. This exercise lasts an bour and 
ahalf. After that they devote their time to re- 
creation until the parade, which takes place at 
sunset. After parade they form in rank front in 
fromt of the barracks, and the names of the de- 
linquenta are read by an officer of the cadets. 
Supper comes next, and after supper recres- 
tion until eight o'clock, when the bugle sounds 
the call to quarters, and every cadet must be 
foand in his room withio « few minutes at stady, 
and must remain there till half-past nine, when 
the bugle again sounds; this is called tattoo; 
and st ten the drum taps, and every cadet must 
then be in bed, having his light extinguished, 
and must remain there until morning. If during

The rate 
of speed at which a horse, even s blood-horse, 
can use his muscles most sdvantageously for 
draught, is walking at the rate of about three 
four. For
